You must snppiy a ceitifi^cqpy of your pison trust account, pursuairt to the pj^ovisions of 28 U,SX^. 
§1915,efrec1iveApril26, 1996, The fiE^ $150m. If hisufficient fimdsexistinyoia^ 

acxx)unt at the time of filing your con^laint, the court must assess, and when fijnds exist, collect an initial 
filing fee equal to 20 percent of the greater o£ 

(1) the average monthly deposits to your prison account, or 

(2) the average montMy balance ofyour prison account for the prior si?^^ ,.
